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SUMMARY 


A .secured  ammunition  storage  area  is  lo- 
cated 4.2  kilometers  (km)  south  of  Rossoshki 
and  13.1  km  west  of  Uman  (Figure  .1). 

The  secured  area  covers  approximately 
1.79  acres  and  contains  23  ammunition  storage 
buildings  (Figures  2 and  3).  It  is  secured  on 
three  sides  by  a double  fence  and  on  the  north-

Railroad  Service 

Tlie  Uman-Krisiinovka  Railroad  passes  3.3 
km  northeast  of  the  area.  A dead-end  siding, 
connected  by  road  to  the  storage  area,  terminates.

The  installation  is  served  by  a dirt  access 
road  which  joins  a probable  all-weather  road  to 
Uman . 


ern  side  by  a single  fence.  An  adjacent  support 
area  contains  8 buildings. 

This  area  was  covered  by  3 KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  June  1963  and  June  1964.  No  sig- 
nificant changes  were  observed.  The  area  ap- 
pears active.
